DEFENDANTS MAKE REPLY. 


The Lawyers Will Argue the Case 
for Two Hours This 
Afternoon. 


The case of Charles H. Jones vs. The 
Pulitzer Publishing Company for an in- 
junction came to a hearing in Judge Wood's 
court at 10 o’clock this morning. The de- 
fendants filed their answer, the plaintiff 
put in additional affidavits, and oral argu- 
ments by Gen. J. M. Lewis and Frederick 
N. Judson for the plaintiff,.Judge Finkeln- 
burg for defendant are now in progress. 


In his opening remarks General ‘Lewis in- 
vited the attention of the court to the 
anomaly presented by the attempt to show 
that Mr. Pulitzer had not the power to bind 
the company when he made the contract 
with Colonel Jones. He pointed out that at 

the time the contract was signed the stock 
book shows that Mr. Pulitzer, his wife and 
his brother-in-law owned 9,996 shares out of 
the 10,000 shares comprising the. capital 
stock of the company. Samuel Williams, a 
Salaried employe of Mr. Pulitzer, was the 
nominal owner of one share. Florence D. 
White, another salaried employe of Mr. 
Pulitzer, was the nominal owner of one 
share. D. W. Woods, one of Mr. Pulitser's 
pénsioners, was the nominal owner of one 
share. Hon. Charles Gibson was the nom- 
mal owner of the remaining one share. 

“But the account books of the company 
oy that these four shares were really 
owned by Mr. Pulitzer, as all the dividends 
they earned were credited to him on the 
books and paid to his account. 

So that at the time of the signing of the 
{contract Mr. Pulitzer, his wife and his 
brother-in-law Owned 
stock of the company. 

The three directors who figure in the pres- 
ent suit were elected by Mr. Pulitzer on 
March 16, 18%. At that time the three 
Messrs. Williams, White and Carvallo—ap- 
peared on the books as owning two (2) 
shares between them out of a total of 10,000

THE DISEASED MEAT SCANDAL. 

The suspicion that the pull of the meat 

combine is stronger than the law in the 
Bureau of Animal Industry is not met by 
the plea of Dr. Sutcliffe’s superlors that 
he was discharged for insubordination 
and not for doing his duty by co-operat- 
ing with the St. Louis Board of Health 
to stop the sale of unfit meat. 
Health Commissioner Starkloff testifies 
to the. value of Dr. Sutcliffe’s services in 
checking the diseased meat trade. He 
declares that by reason of his discharge 
the St. Louis authorities find it difficult 
to check the trade. 

According to Dr. Sutciiffe there was no 
complaint of insubordination or of failure 
on his part to do his duty until his dis- 
missal came. His letter of dismissal 
vased the action of his superior on al- 
leged incorrect statements with regard to 
the inspection and disposition of con- 
demned carcasses in St. Louis and East 
St. Louis. 

It is admitted that there is a trade in 
condemned carcasses. The St. Louis 
authorities have discovered it and 
through the aid of Dr. Sutcliffe had prac- 
tically checked it. But the inspector 
whose aid has made the checking of the 
traffic possible is dismissed on charges of 
alleged incorrect statements and insubor- 
dination which may be easily trumped 
up against any official. 

The scandal cannot be disposed of in 
this peremptory fashion. The case de- 
mands investigation and if the charges 
arainst Dr. Sutcliffe are sustained an- 
other inspector who will do his duty must 
be appointed. The test of the honesty 
of meat inspection and of the freedom of 
the Bureau of Industry from the meat 


combine influence is the suppression of

PHILOSOPHY RUN MAD. 


Among the hundreds of journalistic 
oddities published in New York, none is 
more strikingly peculiar, both in make- 
up and ideas, than Liberty, the organ of

tions of violence in the name of An- 
archism, but would argue the point with 
the hangman at the gallows’ foot.

fit to inflict. g

THE FLOUR TRUST. ° 


The attempt to arrange a combination 
among the flour millers to regulate the 
output and price of flour brings the trust 
system home to the people. 

In the period of depression and low 
prices through which this country has 
passed, a saving factor has been the low 
price of bread. What the wheat-growers 
have lost in the decline of the ‘price of 
wheat the whole people have gained in 
the reduction in the price of flour. Bread 
has been cheap and living has been made 
possible to those who would otherwise | 
have suffered the pangs of starvation. 

But the millers propose to change this 
by combining to keep up the price of 
flour without regard to the price of grain. 
They propose to limit the production of 
flour so that its searcity in relation to 
the demand shall cause an artificial in- 
crease of price. 

If an absolute ruler of a country having 
command over its resources should decree 
that the people should pay a certain price 
for bread regardless of the supply or of 
their ability to pay, or of their needs, his 
action would be regarded as an inhuman 
outrage which doomed thousands to star- 
vation in order to satisfy his greed. But 
such a decree differs not one whit in 
moral character or material effect from 
the proposed agreement of the millers. 
The inhumanity and oppression of a 
combine to regulate the price and pro- 
duction of food is beyond the power of 
words to adequately describe. 

The plea of overgroduction when so 
many people have food except what 
charity provides, and so many others can 
scarcely find means to buy bread at pres- 
ent prices, is an absurdity. If the anti- 
trust laws are powerless to protect the 
people from so cruel and far-rea®hing a 
combination they are not worth the paper 
upon which they are printed. 


A BRITISH EXAMPLE. 


The rumor that British influence is, 


waning in China is swiftly followed by 
the news of a peremptory demand by the 
British Government on the Pekin Gov- 
ernment to degrade the Sze-Chuen Vice- 
roy. The demand is coupled with a 
threat of action by the British Admiral 
and both are backed by warships. 

The demand and the concentration of 

warships to support it are characteristic 
of the British methods of dealing with 
foreign affairs, particularly in the case 
of barbarians or semi-barbarous nations. 
The British have learned by experience 
how to deal with China and the Chinese 
know by experience what this demand, 
backed by warships, means.; They know 
that if the demand is not complied with 
in the specified time they will get a costly 
lesson from the mouths of British can- 
non. 
The result will be the enforcement of 
the British demand in such a way as to 
increase the prestige of Great Britain 
and inspire a wholesome respect for her 
power and courage, which will secure a 
due regard for the rights of British sub- 
jects. 

The British example is instructive. The 
evidence of Chinese duplicity and of the 
unwillingness and inability of the Pekin 
Government to take proper action to pro- 
tect the lives and property of foreigners, 
proves, as the London Times puts it, 
what the Western powers want done they 
must go to the spot and see done. 

Jingoism cuts no figure in the present 
case. The object is the protection of life 
and the enforcement of regard for the 
rights of others. The Post-Dispatch has 
urged vigor upon our own Government 
as a measure of necessity to protect 
Americans in China. The Washington 
authorities may learn a salutary lesson 
from the example of Great Britain.

Rufus J. Delano was born at Dayton, O., 
May 10, 1854. His mother died when he was 
8 years old and he was brought up by St. 
Louis relatives. He graduated from Wash- 
ington University in 1872, having specially 
prepared himself for civil engineering.

SHORT CAMPAIGN. 


Newspaper Editors Favor Quick Work 
in 1896. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 30.—The Times-Herahi 
this morning publishes personal letters from 
seventy of the editors of newspapers in 
all parts of the United States, the majority 
of whom favor a short presidential cam- 
paign. The same paper says: 

“The National Committeemen who will 
soon meet and settle this question need not 


go astray if they desire to record the wishes 
of their constituents, the people. If put 
to a test to-morrow 90 per cent of the voters 
would declare for a short campaign. The 
only opposition comes from the profes- 
* sional politicians, the professional corrup- 
tionists and their hired men. There are 
not wanting signs that the people are tho 
oughly tired and disgusted with the ope 
tions of hee conspirators, who will wield 
so potent an influence in shaping the na- 
tional politics. If a long campaign and its 
attendant miseries is forted upon. the 
country, the blame will be placed where it 
belongs, and the.responsible party will suf- 
fer the consequances.“ 

Of the seve, ty editors whose opinions 
are given bv/the Times-Herald, nearly all 
favor a caHpaign which shall extend over 
not mar than two months, and while two- 
thitds of the writers express a preference 
for September as the time for holding the 
national conventions of both parties, many 
believe June or July to be the proper 
months. Murat Halstead says: 

“Cut the presidential term to two years 
and the campaigns will adjust themselves, 
and what they lack in length will be made 
up in frequency.“
